CAMP DRUM. N.Y.. (AP) — 


"Aggressor" and "defender" forces 
fanned out in full battle array over 
this northern New York reser- 
vation today as "Exercise Snow- 
fall" moved into its climactic "full 
scale war" phase.

ing and assess casualties. 


Gen. Mark Clark, chief of army 


field forces; Frank Pace, secre- 
tary of the army, and Cen. J. 
Law-ton Collins, army 
chief of 


staff, arrived here yesterday for 
a first-hand view of the action.

their lives and 98 have been in- 
jured in mass drops of llth di- 
vision personnel during the past 
two weeks.

another $500 million. This is the so-called "off shore" 
procurement.

The United States may also be asked to pick up 


the tab for about $100 million worth of French military 
procurement in France for the Indo-China war.

Something Different in Politicians 


Tennessee "amateurs" who have been organizing the 


"spontaneous" move to make Sen. Estes Kefauver the 
Democratic nominee for President are somewhat dif- 
ferent from the usual variety of politician found around 
a campaign headquarters.

It is unusual to receive a ques- 


tion on cretinism because this is a 
rare disorder in the United States. 
Nevertheless, A. K. asks for in- 
formation on cretinism and what 
can be done for those who suffer 
from it. 


Cretinism is a condition in chil- 


dren which results from under-- 
functioning of the thyroid gland. 


In cretinism, this gland does not 


produce sufficient quantities of its 
normal hormone, and therefore a 
child afflicted in this manner does 
not grow normally, physically or 
mentally. 


The stunting of growth is seri- 


ous and the lack of nvontal devel- 
opment is equally important. 


What causes cretinism in the 


first place is not well-known. The 
disease is fortunately rare in most 
parts of the world, although even 
today there are an unusually large 
number of cases in certain regions 
of the Swiss Alps. 


Thyroid extract prepared from 


animals contains the hormone 
which is lacking in cretinism. 


Therefore if this extract can be 


given early enough ar.d in suffi- 
cient quantities, it will counteract, 
or largely so, the evil effects from 
the lack of secretion of the thy- 
roid gland. The principal problem, 
therefore, is to diagnose this con- 
dition just as early as possible. 


Grownups, too, may be affected 


by lack of secretion of the thyroid 
gland, and in them, the condition 
is known as myxedema. This too, 
is rather rare, though not as much 
so as cretinism. 


It is an extraordinary condition: 


The hair gets thin, coarse, and 
loses its sheen; the skin becomes 
thick and dry, the pulse is slow, 
and other symptoms such as ane- 
mia and joint pains are by no 
means unusual. 


Probably the most important 


point in the diagnosis of myxe- 
dema is the basic metabolic rate, 
which is usually around minus 40. 
TREATMENT IS SUCCESSFUL 


It is a tremendous satisfaction 


to a doctor to be able to make a 
diagnosis of myxedema for two 
reasons. One is that it is more or 
less of a medical curiosity, and the 
other that treatment is so exceed- 
ingly successful. 


Treatment consists 
in giving 


thyroid extract in large enough 
amounts and will result in the 
complete disappearance of symp- 
toms which may have been present 
for years and years. 


Of course this does t not restore 


the thyroid gland to normal func- 
tioning, and the thyroid extract 
has to be kept up throughout life 
but this is simple since it is taken 
in the form of small pills, and not 
so terribly expensive.

Jacoby on Canasta 


Here's the Best Way to Score 


BY OSWALD JACOBY

"What method of scoring do 


you use in a Canasta tourna- 
ment or In a progressive game?" 
several correspondents have asked. 


The best method I know of is 


to start each round with a score 
of 1400 for both sides. In this way, 
both sides start with a required 
count of 50 points. As the round 
goes on, however, they go up to 90 
and 120 points very rapidly. 


A round usually lasts a set time, 


rather than a set number of hands. 
When time is called, everybody 
gets one more chance to play, and 
then the hand is scored 
even 


though perhaps nobody has melded 
out. 


At the end of each round, the 


score of each side is counted in the 
usual way. Then the score of the 
lower pair is subtracted from the 
score of the winning pair. The 
winners take the difference as a 
plus; and the losers take the dif- 
ference as a minus. 


For example, suppose the Smiths 


have 4500 and the Browns have 
3890 at the end of a round. The 
difference between the two scores 


610 points. The Smiths write 


plus 610 on their score; 
the 


Brov.T.3 write down minus 810 
points. 


At the end of the evening (or 


afternoon) the score for all the 
rounds is added up. You add up all 
the plus scores and subtract the 
total of all the minus scores. The 
pair with the largest net total is 
the winner. 
' 


It's a .good idea to limit the 


score during any one round. You 
can't win more than 2500 points no 
mater what the actual difference 
happens to be. The losers carry 
forward the actual difference as 
a minus, but the winners get only 
2500 points.

Frost In the Freezer 


It Is, normal expectancy for a 


home freezer to need defrosting 
once or twice a year, when about 
half an inch of frost shows on 
large areas of walls or shelves. But 
••>pw and again, a freezer gathers 
trost so much faster that the own- 
er cannot keep up with derfostmg 
at the half-inch stage, and wonders 
anxiously whether food may spoil, 
and operating costs mount. 


Reassurance on these two counts 


comes from a recent experiment in 
the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture. Dr. Earl McCrackcn, physi- 
cist in household equipment labor- 
atories of the Bureau of Human 
^Cutrition and Horn* Economics, 
has tested the effects of letting 
frost accumulate an inch and one- 
half thick in a chest-type freezer 
operating at zero degrees F. With 
this excessive frost, there was no 
harmful rise in temperatura to en- 
danger the food, he reports. Nor 
did operationg cost rise much. 


Nevertheless, says Dr. McCrack- 


en, it is still wise management to 
defrost a home freezer periodically, 


frost is half an inch thick. 
thicker than this, f r o s t 


wastefully reduces the food stor- 
age space, and makes the freezer 
inconvenient to use. 


If a freezer frosts too rapidly, 


pay special attention to three 
management points, Dr. McCrack- 
en suggests: 


Don't open the freezer oftener 


than necessary or leave it open 
longer than necessary, 


•i, Package properly all foods put 
"into the freezer, so that moisture 


valuable for food quality does not 
escape and become useless frost. 


See that the gasket makes a 


good seal. If excessive frost accu- 
mulates around the opening, this 
is a warning sign—install a new 
gasket

Do you have appalling black 


ines on your legs or nylons where 
overshoes end or rubbers overlap 
shoes at the instep ? Then consider 
washing these. 


Rubber overshoes, rubber stadi- 


um boots, nylon too. even if lined, 
can be washed successfully in a 
washer of lukewarm water, mild 
soap or a detergent. Wash a short 
time, three to five minutes. Re- 
move tho boots and shake suds 
from them, and rinse under the 
spigot. 


After rinsing, squeeze between 


a towel to remove excess moisture 
and speed the drying and to elimi- 
nate water spotting. Place on their 
sides or upright, to dry thorough- 
ly. When dry, brush the furry 
parts. 


Leather stadium boots should 


not be washed. Clean the leather 
parts with saddle soap and use 
shoe wax. Use a warm sudsy water 
on the furry inside. A long handled 
brush will be convenient for clean- 
ing and rinsing the soap off. 


Needles for Home Jobs 


The, best way to buy needles is 


by the size rather than the set, 
clothing specialists of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture say. 
Packages of assorted sizes may be 
the easy buy, but often prove in- 
convenient because they include so 
many coarse needles rarely used 
in home sewing and mending. No. 
7 generally is the largest needle 
the home seamstress uses, yet 
sizes in packed assortments often 
run as large as No. 3, which is suit- 
ed only to sewing heavy canvas or 
duck. 


It pays to know both size and 


type of needle suited to home jobs 
and buy accordingly. Otherwise, 
the sewing basket may have plen-

"Sharps" are the medium-length, 
round-eye needles used most in 
home sewing. "Between" needles 
are shorter, preferred by some 
women for very fine sewing but 
often too short to hold comfort- 
ably. Crewel or long-eye needles 
are designed . for embroidery and 
darning thread. But women who 
have difficulty in seeing to thread 
needles may prefer crewels in 
small sizes for regular sewing be- 
cause the long eye makes thread- 
ing easy. The long eye, however, 
makes the needle more fragile and 
easier to break at the eye end.

It took him three weeks, 
he says, to make a sale, but he 
kept plugging away and finally got 
a dealership in Flint. 


Then when six sons returned

World War H the family pooled its 
finances and acquired a distribu- 
torship and started out in its part- 
nership "according to Christ'." 


Each of the 11 is an equal part- 


ner. None draws a salary or com- 
mission.

"We simply sign individual with-

"3—Kiliirntion must build sound character, the type of 


character that must be preserved if democracy is to exist." 


THEN, Mlt. Sl'LLlVAN, you went on to .say that the only way 


to justify a high school athletic program is that il must contribute to 
one or more of these goals of education. You said: 


"When it ceases to contribute, then It ceases to justify 


Itself a-s part of the school program and that goes for music nnd 
other activities us well us for basketball, \\hen athletics reach 
the stajje where they develop characteristics opposed to our 
Ideals, then we as taxpayers can no longer justify their con- 
tinuance." 


Mlt. SULLIVAN, you were especially insistent that athletics should 


build character, because there is a greater need for character In our 
nation today than ever before. You s>aid: 


"If there is a paucity of character In Washington, it Is 


because Ihere Is a paucity of character In Franklin Grove and 
DcKalh nnd Chicago nnd other places where people live, nnd 
vote." 


ALL OK THIS seems rather pertinent today, Mr. Sullivan, in view 


of what happened in DeKalb last night. I know that you personally 
abhor such occuriences. 


But Mr. Sullivan, what I want to know I* how yon edu- 


cators hope to make such high Ideals as yon \olcecl In Krank- 
lin Grove work In actual practice? They are fine Ideals, Mr.

But He Lives 


NEW YORK —(AP)— Often 


'dead" but never a corpse. 55- 
year-old Sidney Grunauer leaves 
a Bronx hospital today after being 
a patient for 4 ' '2 years. 


Grunauer is being 
discharged 


because he hasn't "died" once dur- 
ing the past six months. 


He has a rare ailment described 


as a heart block combined with an 
"unknown factor" which creates 
a condition called ventricular fib- 
rillation. There are less than 50 
such cases in medical history. 


When an attack comes—and he's 


had dozena-of them—Grunauer ap- 
parently is dead. There is no pulse. 
No heartbeat can be detected. His 
blood pressure becomes zero. A 
physician unfamiliar with his case 
might pronounce him dead. 


The attacks last from seconds 


to several minutes. If they last 
more than eight minutes, Monte- 
fiore hospital authorities said, the 
victim probably will die—perma- 
nently.

U S. Fifth air 
force warplanes 


wei e lost in Red Korea in the week 
ending Friday. The Communists 
lost none. 


The air force, in its weekly sum 


mary, said Red antl-aircratt bat- 
teries protecting vital Red targets 
shot down seven U.N. planes. One 
F-86 Sabre jet was lost in a jet 
battle, and one plane crashed after 
a mechanical failure. 


Last week the Fifth air force 


lost 14 planes. The weekly average 
is about 10. 


Allied pilots claimed damage to 


mm- Russian-made MIG-15 jets 
dunng the week, but the Red 
planes all managed to l"np back 
to their Manchurian sanctuary. 


In Tokyo, Far East air forces 


said 355 Communista planes of all 
typos have been destroyed since 
the war began. Another 102 were 
listed as probably destroyed and 
10.3 damaged. This included 220 
MIGS destroyed, 53 probably de- 
stioyed and :>i;5 damaged. 


Allied losses were given as J88 


plants, including 186 jets. This in- 
cludes .some marine losses but none 
lor the navy. 


The Fifth air loice report came 


as most of its planes were ground- 
ed by snow flurries and thick 
clouds. 


On the battlefront. Allied artil- 


leiy and infantry teamed up to 
kick back a small three-prong 
Communist drive early Saturday 
morning on the central front. A 
Chinese platoon broke into three 
groups and hit two U.N. outposts 
northwest of Kumhwa. The at- 
tack was repulsed.

front was broken only by patrol 
clashes Friday.
